In negotiating the hazardous hop of 
878 miles from Attu Island, in the 
Aleutian group, the pilots, Lieuten- 
ants Smith, Wade and Nelson, fought 
through chill Arctic winds and snow- 
storms that whipped their faces 
with lacerating sleet, 

T.wo of the planes landed in Kas- 
hiwabara Bay and the third de- 
scended to the water off the near- 
by island of Shimshu. 

Attu Island is one of the Aleutian 
group and is the most westerly 
session of the United States. Para- 
mashiru Island is one of the Kuriles 
group, which belongs to Japan. 

Warned Not to Start. 

Amazement was written on the 
faces of those aboard an American 
and a Japanese destroyer waiting 
here to reeeive the expedition, as 
the first of the giant air cruisers 
was discerned through the mist 
clouds to the north. 

For a week the weather on 
Paramashiru had been ideal for 
flying and daily the skies had been 
scanned for the planes. In view 
of the favorable, weather reports 
he had sent to Attu, the com 
mander of the American destroyer, 
John D. Ford, was puzzled at fie 
failure of the planes to appear. 

Early this morning, with overcast 


skies, rising winds and a perm 
rometer, a wa was sent mm 
the Ford in an effort to dissuade 
the-fiyers from leaving Attu.

acteristics of various receivers in order 
to better equip him in his selection of 
the circuit for his receiver. It is these 
particular classes of the radio-publiec to 
which this article is directed. 

The principle of the reflex circuit de- 
pends on the ability of g three-electrode 
vacuum tube to permit currents of dif- 
ferent frequencies to pass through it at 
the same time. The frequency of the 
currents induced in a radio antennae 
system are very rapid in their cycli¢ 
changes, varying in value from about 500 
to 1000 kilo-cycles per second, depending 
On Wave lengths. This incident current 
in the antenna system is generally termed 
the radio frequency current. It is not 
possible to cause such high frequency 
currents in this rapid changing form to 
actuate directly on a device to convert 
electrical current variations into sound 
waves (receivers). In a reflex system 
these radio frequency currents are us- 
ually amplified to increase their intensity 
before impressing them on the rectifier 
or detector, which converts these high 
frequency currents into currents of audi- 
ble frequency. After rectification these 
currents are then amplified as were the 
radio currents by a _three-electrode 
vacuum tube. Here lies the difference in 
and particular advantage of the reflex 
system over other systems. 

In other systems after rectification the 
rectified radio or audio currents are am- 
plified by additional tubes for this pur- 
pose. In a reflex system before these 
input radio frequency currents are rec- 
tified they are reimpressed back on the 
tubes which amplified them at radio fre- 
quency, and when rectified are re-ampli- 
fied at audio frequency before being 
passed on to the receivers or loud 
speaker to be converted to sound waves. 

If properly designed and built, more 
than vacuum tube economy can be se- 
cured from reflexing. 

There are a number of methods of 
utilizing the reflex principles amons 
which are the progressive plural tube re- 
flex wherein the reflex action proceeds 
from the input to the output tube in 
direct. progression and where the reflex 
action is performed in more than one 
tube. Then there is the so-called inverse 
duplex system wherein the reflex action 
is not tube progressive, but is inverted 
back toward the input tubes. In the 

‘rla circuits the reflex action is progres- 
sive from the input, but is only utilized in 
one tube. In the other above mentioned 
systems the reflex feature is made to 
actuate in more than one stage or tube. 
Due’to the complexity of controlling ra- 
dio frequency, it is not possible to suc- 
cessfully stabilize a system wherein the 
reflex action is included in more than 
one stage. It is nota matter of balanc- 
ing the loads in the various tubes, as it 
can be readily shown that the loads 
caused by any audio signals on the tubes 
in these circuits are never such that the 
few micro-watts of radio signals addi- 
tionally impressed upon them woe 
overload them as has been many times 


oo systems wherein the reflex ac- 


fiers, i. e., the coupling transformers may 
be either tunable or the tuning of these 
transformers is fixed. The tunable type 
transformers are so designed that they 
may be tuned usually by a variable con- 
denser. In the other type the transform- 
ers represent a certain ‘upping over a 
certain range without fining. The latter 
are “broad” and make for unselective re- 
ception. With a great number of broad- 
casters operating over aie considerable 
wave band, selectivity is of prime im- 
portance. The feasibility of securing 
anything like selectivity from such radio 
frequency coupling transformers as the 
tuned type is likewise gnly too. well 
known by those who have attempted it. 
Therefore, it is imperative that if selec- 
tivity is to be had where radio frequency 
amplification is employed the coupling 
transformers in such an amplifier must 
permit tuning adjustment by a variable 
tuning device such as a variable con- 
denser, Because the transformer is ac- 
tually tuned to the signal with this type 
of radio frequency amplification, not 
only great selectivity is obtained, but 
greater amplification is likewise secured. 
No transformer which is designed to 
have fixed tuning can successfully oper- 
ate either in_this form or even if a va- 
riable tuning device is added to it, be- 
cause this design will not permit of it. 
Therefore the radio frequency stage 
should consist of transformers which 
permit tuning. 

Either a vacuum tube, two or three 
electrode, or any of the many forms of 
crystal rectifiers of high frequency cur- 


brought out time and again in laboratory 
analysis. 

Not every crystal rectifier which might 
possess high rectifying properties will be 
found the best for this purpose, due to 
the fact that the crystal can be made 
to provide a stabilizing effect on the re- 
flex action of the circuit. The fixed type 
of crystal naturally requiring no adjust- 
ment, if correctly designed, affords the 
best form of rectifier for the reflex cir- 
cuit. 

Another point of interest is the fact 
that not any and every audio transform- 
er is associated with the radio frequency 
currents of the circuits and requires a 
design and construction differing from 
the regular audio transformer. 

In the foregoing I have shown the 
action of the reflex principle and pointed 
out the various methods of performance 
and the advantages and disadvantages 
of each. I will now summarize the find- 
ings into the requirements of a reflex 
receiver for practical successful and effi- 
cient operation. 

1. The reflex action should not be ex- 
tended to more than one tube for stable 
operation. 

®. Straight radio or straight audio add- 
ed is desirable, but not more reflexing 
stages. 

3. The radio frequency amplifier should 
be ef such construction as to permit of 
variable tuning, if selectivity and maxi- 
mum amplifier efficiency is to be ob- 
tained. 

4. A crystal rectifier of the correct de-

However, once 
the proper amount ef regeneration is 
established, the switch lever need not be 
moved for the frequencies used at the 
local stations. The switch lever lead goes 
to the jack or phone binding post when 
using the detector alone, or to the plate 
binding post of audio transformer when 
using one step on the phones. 


This -completes the tickter winding. 
Now wind four turns of ordinary string, 
two turns on ¢ach side of the form. This 
is to loosen the coupling between the 
tickler and secendary. 


The secondary is wound next. Wind 
about 45 complete turns. This will be 
22 turns on ene side and 23 on the other 
side. Now wind four more turns of 
string, to “‘loosen”’ the coupling between 
the secondary and primary.

—one on each'side. Neo. 26 double silk- 
covered wire is used in all windings and 
all three circuits are wound clockwise.

If one stage of audio frequency ampli- 
fication is used, an additional tube, sock- 
et, rheostat and 3 or 5 to 1 audio trans- 
former will be required. 

Any tube can be used with this coil. 
remembering, of course, that the source 
of power has a determining factor on the 
volume. Dry cell tubes will not give the 
volume that the larger storage battery 
tubes give. 


Tuning and Selectivity. 


There is a proper temperature for all 
tubes to burn to give the best results. 
Once that point is found the rheostat 
should pot be touched. There is also 
the proper amount of regeneration to 
use. Once that switch point is found 
that gives the most satisfactory results 
and volume, this also need not be 
changed. 

Tuning with this coil is done entirely 
with the secondary condenser, which is 
shunted across the secondary coil. A 
geared dial (unless a geared type of con- 
denser is used) will be found to be a 


great help in tuning, especially if this 
receiver is used at a considerable dis- 
tance from a station. Unless you turn 
your condenser very slowly you will pass 
stations and not hear them. 

The quality ef the parts you use will 
Play a decided part in your selectivity 
and range. Use only the best of parts 
throughout. Selder all connections well. 
Right here I want to say that I never 
use any insulation in the wiring of a 
receiver. In the receiver illustrated there 
is no spaghetti, even on the tickler tap 
leads, which in this case are bus-bar. 
Battery leads, however, both “A” and 
“B,” should be well insulated right up 
to the recciver. 


Not a Wonder. 

One of the first questions a would-be 
radio fan asks is, “How far can you 
receive_with this set?’’ The honest re- 
ply to that is, “Location is nine points ef 
the law.” Any good receiver wiil bringin 
as many of the major stations as is con- 
sistent to furnish amusement and useful 
information. This 3-in-1 coil receiver will 
not perform any more wonders than apy 
other well-made set. The only distin- 
guishing features are that the inductance 
can be made for little more than nothing. 
The coil can be mounted in any loca- 
tion and the saving in space is no small 
argument in its favor. One'of these coils 
is in use in New Mexico. With it, sta- 
tions from Montreal to Cuba on the East 
Coast, Seattle to Mexico City on the West 
Coast and practically all the major sta- 
tions in between have been logged. That’s 
a good example of an exceptionally good 
location.

A. The “best” set is always a matter 
ef personal opinion. A one-tube reflex 
set, using crystal getector, could be made 
in portable form, but for good results 
with a loud-speaker it would be 
sary to use an outdoor acrial. A threé- 


tube reflex using UV-199 or C-199 tubes 


would operate with a loop aerial, but 
would be somewhat bulky for easy trans- 

The “199” tubes give long 
and satisfactory service with Cashiight 
batteries to light the fiiaments. It is 
important, however, that non-microepho- 
nic seckets be used with these tubes. If 
the set is to be transported in an auto- 
mobile, the threeitube refiex coulg be 
made up with “A” tubes and operated 
from the storage battery of the car. A 
loop aeria! and joud-speaker might be 
used with this combination, making an 
ideal receiver for portable use.

A. A loop aerial is probably your onty 
solution. You might try a 26-foot wire 
for an aerial. using thy neutrodyne re- 
ceiver, but it is unlikely that the sounds 
can be eliminated with any kind of an 
outdeor-aerial, To use a loop, it @jll be 
necessary to add several stages of ampli- 


fication, which involwes some expense, 
and it would be advisable te conduct 
some experiments along this line with 
borrowed apparatus before spending a 
great amount of money. It is possible, 
and quite probable, that in your presest 
location, long-distance reception is im- 
pessible, for apparatus sufficiently sensi- 
tive te operate with a loop would doubt- 
less always pick up some of the electrical 
disturbances which have their origin is 
your vicinity.

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T IS etrange how many grown 
persons are slaves to their appe- 
tites. 

They regulate their children's 
diet. They forbid them certain 
foods they believe would be harm- 
ful, and limit the qhantities of such 
foods as they know the children are 
apt to overeat. They may some- 


times scold or punish the child for 
disobedience when the temptation 
of some forbidden favorite proves 
too strong for the young conscience. 

And then they right about face 
and do just what they punished the 
child for doing. 

If people never ate food they be- 
lieved to be bad for them: if they 
never overate or indulged at the 
wrong time, we would probably 
hear very little about acid stomach 
from otherwise healthy people. 

“Acid stomach” and “heartburn” 
are the terms commonly used to de- 
scribe the condition known to doc- 
tors as “hyperacidity.’’ 

The symptoms are varied. The 
most common are a feeling of full- 
ness and weight in tne abdomen. 
eructation of gas and food after 
eating, headache and sickness at 
the stomach. 

People who are subject to hyper- 
acidity know, or think they know. 
which food causes the condition. 
And yet they go on eating it. 

Nervousness is an important fac- 
tor in producing hyperacidity. The 
condition is most apt to occur 
when you are nervousry tired. over- 
worked or overexcited. If in this 
condition you eat hurriedly, care. 
lessiy or too much, heartburn is 
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likely to be the result. There could 
hardly be a better formula for 
bringing on an attace« of heartburn 
than to bolt a dinner of rich foods 
at the end of a weary day, and then 
hurry right off in a frenzy of ex- 
citement to keep another appoint- 
ment. 

Constipation is nearly always a 
symptom of hyperacidity. Indeed, 
it is probably one of the causes of 
it. You.cannot hope to cure tne 
hyperacidity until the constipation 
has been relieved. 

Hyperacidity is sometimes a 
symptom of ulcer of the stomach or 
of other organic disease. In such 
cases, however, there is usually 
pain, in addition to the other symp- 
toms. 


The immediate discomfort of an 
attack is relieved by vomiting. Take 
a teaspoonful of eoda in half a 
giassful of water. If this does not 
give relief, you can take an emetic, 
such as a teaspoonful of mustard 
flour in a glassful of warm water. 

The first step in correcting the 
condition is to regulate the diet. 
Omit rich foods, such as pastries 
and fried foods. also acid fruite, 
condiments and malt liquors. Limit 
the amount of fats and starches. 
Take plenty of green vegetables and 
stewed fruits. Overcome constipa- 
tion. 
ae do this at once. take for a time, 

a tablespoonfu!l of mineral oil each
